In a former paper we acquainted the public with the lofs 
of the Grofvenor Eatt-India thip, and the melancholy ac- 
count of four or five female paflengers being carried up the 
country by the brutal natives ; we were then in hopes of ha- 
ing it in our power to eafe the minds of their friends, by in- 
forming them, when the next thip arrived from the Cape of 
| Good Hope, of their being fafe at that fettlement, as a 
‘ troop of horfe, with waggons, had been fent by the Dutch 
_ and French Governors, in fearch of the crew and paflengers, 
with particular inftru€tions to look for the women, It is 
with much concern we are now obliged to declare, that the 
foldiers are returned, with only fifteen of the crew belong- 
' ing to the thip, moft of the remainder being deftroyed by 
the Caffres, in ps the women paffengers, two of 
whom were perfons of fome confequence ; after feizing the 
unhappy victims, they carried them up fo far into the coun- 
try, that no tidings:can be got of them. The Dutch Go- 
vernor at the Cape has promifed to fend out another detach- 
‘ment, in hopes of meeting with better fuccefs, and to affift 
any f{tragglers belonging to the fhip’s crew that may be hid 
; ‘in the woods. 
According to, advices from Amfterdam, a fhip is arrived at 
| the Texel from the Cape of Good Hope, which place he left

_ age from thence. A Dutch fquadron had arrived there from
